IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  further  amend 
the  regulations  relative  to  the  granting  of  sick- 
leave,  approved  by  Order  in  Council  No.  2151 
on  the  12th  day  of  December,  1945,  and  pub¬ 
lished  at  page  2561  of  The  British  Columbia 
Gazette  of  December  13th,  1945,  by  deleting 
section  9,  and  substituting  the  following:  — 

9.  Where  an  employee  who  has  served  in 
His  Majesty’s  Forces  in  the  Great  War  of 
1914-18  or  the  Great  War  of  1939-45  is 
granted  sick-leave  for  the  purpose  of  attending 
a  medical  board  or  receiving  diagnosis  or 
treatment  for  a  non-pensionable  disability  in 
a  military  hospital  or  other  authorized  hospi¬ 
tal,  such  sick-leave  may  be  granted  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  preceding  sections. 

9a.  Where  an  employee  who  has  served  in 
His  Majesty’s  Forces  in  the  Great  War  of 
1914-18  or  the  Great  War  of  1939-45  is 
granted  sick-leave  for  the  purpose  of  attending 
a  medical  board  or  receiving  diagnosis  or 
treatment  for  a  pensionable  disability  in  a 
military  hospital  or  other  authorized  hospital, 
sick-leave  with  full  pay  may  be  granted  to  a 
total  of  twenty-six  weeks,  no  deduction  from 
accumulated  sick-leave  credit  to  be  made  for 
such  sick-leave;  provided,  however,  that  all 
pay  and  allowances  received  in  excess  of  his 
permanent  disability  pension  or  allowances 
shall  be  credited  to  the  particular  vote  con¬ 
cerned.  Any  additional  sick-leave  required 
under  this  section  may  be  granted  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  preceding  sections.

“BOILER  INSPECTION  ACT.” 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given,  pursuant  to  sec¬ 
tion  61  of  the  “  Boiler  Inspection  Act,” 
that  the  following  amendments  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  have  been  made  by  authority  contained 
in  an  Order  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  No.  2023,  and  approved  October  8th, 
1947,  namely: — 


HOT-WATER  BOILERS. 

221  General.  The  regulations  governing  the 
design,  construction,  and  installation  of  low- 
pressure  steam  heating  boilers  shall  apply  also 
to  hot-water  heating  boilers. 

222  Hot-water  Heating.  All  hot-water  heat¬ 
ing  systems  shall  be  so  installed  that  there  will 
be  no  opportunity  for  the  fluid-relief  column 
to  freeze  or  to  be  accidentally  shut  off. 

If  valves  are  used  in  the  supply  and  return 
mains,  they  shall  be  locked  and  sealed  open 
and  bear  tags  stating  that  provision  must  be 
made  to  prevent  pressure  from  building  up  in 
the  boiler  whenever  the  valves  are  closed.  It 
is  recommended  that  no  valves  be  placed  in 
the  supply  and  return  mains  of  a  single-boiler 
installation. 

When  a  valve  is  placed  in  the  top  connection 
from  a  hot-water  supply  boiler  to  a  storage- 
tank,  an  additional  connection  without  a  valve 
shall  be  made  between  the  boiler  and  top  of 
storage-tank. 

223  Water-relief  Valves.  Each  hot-water 
heating  or  hot-water  supply  boiler  shall  have 
one  or  more  relief-valves  of  the  spring-loaded 
type,  without  disk  guides  on  the  pressure  side 
of  the  valve. 

Seats  and  disks  shall  be  of  corrosion-resist¬ 
ant  material  which  will  not  vulcanize  at  250 
degrees  Fahr. 

Each  relief-value  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
suitable  easing  gear  which  will  lift  the  disk 
from  its  seat  at  least  Me  inch  when  no  pressure 
is  on  the  boiler*. 


All  relief -valves  shall  be  constructed  to 
design  and  approved  by  the  Chief  Inspector.

Note. — For  the  purpose  of  these  computa¬ 
tions,  150  heat  units  per  hour  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  the  equivalent  of  a  square  foot  of 
water  radiation. 

224  Pressure-gauges.  Each  hot-water  boiler 
shall  have  a  pressure-gauge  connected  in  such 
a  manner  that  it  cannot  be  shut  off  from  the 
boiler  except  by  a  cock  placed  on  the  pipe  near 
the  gauge. 


The  scale  on  the  dial  of  the  pressure-gauge 
shall  be  graduated  to  not  less  than  one  and 
one-half  times  the  maximum  allowable  work¬ 
ing-pressure.  _  .  . 

Altitude-gauges  may  be  used  in  addition  to, 
but  not  as  substitutes  for,  pressure-gauges. 

225  Stop-valves.  A  stop-valve  shall  be  used 
in  each  supply  and  return  pipe  of  two  or  more 
boilers  connected  to  a  common  system. 

226  Thermometers.  Each  hot-water  boiler 
shall  have  a  thermometer  so  located  and  con¬ 
nected  that  it  can  be  easily  readable  when 
observing  the  water  pressure  or  altitude.  The 
thermometer  shall  indicate  the  temperature  in 
degrees  Fahrenheit  of  the  water  in  the  boiler 
or  near  the  outlet. 

227  Maximum  Temperature.  The  maximum 
allowable  temperature  at  the  outlet  of  a  hot- 
water  cast-iron  boiler  shall  not  exceed  250  de¬ 
grees  Fahr. 

228  Inspection  Doors.  The  minimum  size  of 
inspection  doors  to  be  used  in  low-pressure 
heating-bottler  settings  shall  be  18  inches  by  18 
inches. 

229  Horse-power.  The  horse-power  of  hot- 
water  heating  boilers  shall  be  calculated  by 
dividing  the  total  heating  surface  in  square 
feet  by  ten. 

230  Fees.  Design  and  annual  fees  for  hot- 
water  heating  boilers  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  for  low-pressure  steam  heating  boilers  of 
similar  horse-power. 


PART  III. 

Regulations  Governing  the  Construction 

and  Installation  of  Miniature  Boilers. 

231  Definition.  Boilers  to  which  the  classi¬ 
fication  miniature  applies  embrace  boilers  of 
less  than  30  square  feet  of  heating  surface. 

To  compute  the  heating  surface  of  a  vertical- 
tube  boiler,  the  area  of  the  fire-box  together 
with  the  area  of  one  head  and  two-thirds  the 
outside  area  of  the  tubes  are  taken. 

232  Registration  of  Designs.  A  design  must 
be  registered  as  provided  in  Sections  2  to  20 
of  Part  I.  of  these  regulations  for  every 
different  type  and  every  different  size  of  minia¬ 
ture  boilers. 

233  Affidavit  of  Manufacture,  (a.)  An  Affi¬ 
davit  of  Manufacture  must  be  sent  to  the  Chief 
Inspector  for  every  miniature  boiler  which  is 
to  be  used  or  operated  otherwise  than  in  an 
industry  within  the  scope  of  the  “  Workmen’s 
Compensation  Act.” 

( b .)  A  second-hand  miniature  boiler  which 
has  not  been  registered  in  British  Columbia 
will  not  be  allowed  to  operate  in  an  industry 
within  the  scope  of  the  “  Workmen’s  Compen¬ 
sation  Act.” 

234  Identification.  Miniature  boilers  shall 
comply  with  Sections  22  and  23  in  Part  I.  of 
these  regulations. 

235  Materials.  These  shall  be  as  provided 
for  in  Sections  25  to  42  in  Part  I.  of  these 
regulations. 

Minimum  thickness  of  any  boiler-plate  shall 
be  M  inch,  tube-sheets  Mg  inch. 

236  Fittings,  (a.)  Every  miniature  boiler 
shall  be  fitted  with  not  less  than  three  brass 
wash-out  plugs.  For  boilers  up  to  14  inches  in 
diameter  these  plugs  shall  be  not  less  than  1 
inch  pipe  size  and  for  over  14-inch  diameter 
114 -inch  plugs  shall  be  fitted. 

( b .)  All  valves,  pipe  fittings,  and  appliances 
connected  to  a  miniature  boiler  shall  be  equal, 
at  least,  to  the  standards  for  125  p.s.i. 

(c.)  Each  miniature  boiler  shall  be  fitted 
with  feed-water  and  blow-off  connections  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  V2  inch  pipe  size.  The 
feed-pipe  shall  be  provided  with  a  check-valve 
and  a  stop-valve. 

A  spring-loaded  pop  safety-valve  of  approved 
design,  not  less  than  V2  inch  in  diameter,  shall 
be  fitted,  also  a  steam-gauge  and  glass  water- 
gauge. 

All  openings  shall  be  reinforced. 
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237  Welded  Miniature  Boilers.  These  boilers 
shall  conform  to  Class  1  welding. 

238  Working-pressure.  The  maximum  work¬ 
ing-pressure  allowed  on  miniature  boilers  shall 
be  100  p.s.i.  However,  in  special  cases  con¬ 
sideration  will  be  given  to  using  a  higher  pres¬ 
sure  than  100  p.s.i.  with  a  factor  of  safety  of 
at  least  7.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
considci  ation  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
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of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  pi-oposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  di’awn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 


(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  IV2  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  0/ 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading. 
If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof.
